cie in all ca 105 and over all perſons Ciuill 
and Eccleſiaſtical, graunted by Statute 
to Queene 2 40. and ex preſſ, ſſed and 
2 in the book of Aduertiſements c 2 
Iniunc tions, and in M. Bilſon againſt the 
Teſuits, to bee due in full and ample min- 
ner (without any limitation or qualiſicu- 
tion) to the Ring and his Hcires and Suc- 
ceſſors for euer. ' Neither is their (to our 
knowledge) any one of vs, but is and ener 
hath been moſt willinge to ſubſcrib and 
ſweare vnto the ſame , accordinge to 
form of ſtatute, And we 4 ire that thoſ 
that ſhall refuſ. the ſam? may beare thetr 
One iniqutie 6 
2 Weave ſo far from Indecing the ſaide 
Supremacie to be vnlawfull: that me are 
perſwaded that the K inge ſhould ſiune

Eccliſiaſticall nether hath nor ought to 
haue any power in the leaſt degree oner 
the bodies, lines, goods, or libertie of any 
perſon whatſoeuer , much leſſe of the 
Kings and Rulers of the Earth . 
Mee hould that Kings by virtue of 
their Supremacie haue power : yea alſo 
that they ſtand bond ty the lawe of God to 
make Lawes Eccleſtaſticall ſuch as ſhall 
tend to the good ordering of the Churches 
in their Dominions, And that the Chur- 
ches ouzht not to bee diſſobedient to any 
of their Lawes,ſo far as in obedience vn- 
to them, they doe not that which is contra 
ry to the word of God , 
o Vee hould that though the King 
ſhal Command any thing contrarie to the 
1'ord wnto the Churches , that yet they 
og! not to reſiſt him therein, but onely 
peaceablie to forbrare obedience , and ſue 
into him for grace and mercie, and wher 
Hit cannot be obtained, meekely to ſub. 
mit themſclues to the puniſhment.

ro Wee hould that the King hath po. 
wer by virtue of his Supremarie ; to re- 
moue out of the Churches, whatſoener he 
ſhall diſcerne to be practiſed therim not a 
greable to the word of God. And if he ſhal 
ſee any defect either in the worſhip of God 
or in the Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline , he 
ought by his royall authoritie T power to 
procure PR the redreſſe therof, yea, 
though it be without the conſent and a 
gainſt the will of the Eccleſiaſticall Gouer 
ners themſelues. 

11 Wee hould that the King hath as 
much author itie over the bodie, good, C 
affaires,of Eccleſtaſtical perſons,as of a

them, but alſo vnto all Eccleſiaſticall. af- 
flictyng as great puniſhment Upon then 
for the neglect thweof,as vpon any other 
of his $ Ae ; 
12 Weehould that he hath power, to 


remoue out of the Churches, all Scanao- 
| lous 
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lous Sciſmaticall & Hereticall Teachers, * 
and by all due ſeneritie of Lawes to re- 
preſſe them. 

13 Wee hould that all Eccleſiaſticall 
Lawes made by the King (not repugnant 
to the word of God) doe in ſome ſorte bind 
the conſciences of his ſubiectss and that 
no ſubieft onght to refuſe obedience to 
any ſuch law. 

14 We hould that the King onely hath 
power within his Dominions,to Coudene 
Synods or generall Aſſemblies of Mini- 
ſters, And by his authoritie Royall, to ra- 
tifie and giue life and ſtrength, to their 
Canons and Conſtitutions, without whoſe 
ratification, no man can force any ſubiect 
to yeald any obedience vnto the ſame. 

15 Wee hould that though the King 
may force the Churches to be ſubieft and 
obedient vnto him:and to be Members of 
the Comms wealth ,ye#that the Churches 


{cnerally or toyntly, haue no power to force 


him: or any ſubiect, againſt their will to 
any ſervice vnto them, or to any religions 
duce whatſoencr. No, nor to be ſo mnch 


as 4 member of any Church. 
16 Wee hould that the King ought not 
to be ſubiect to the Eccleſiaſtical Cen- 
ſures of any Churches , Churth officers 
or Synods whatſoener , but onely to that 
Church and thoſe one of his owne 
Court and Honſhould, unto whom(in re- 
werence of their Religion and of the ſpi- 
ritnall Graces of God he ſees ſhinynee in 
them) he ſhall of his owne freewill, ſubiect 
and commit the Regiment of his ſoule, in 
whom their can be, no ſuſpition nor feare 
of any parttalitie: or vniuſt or rigorous 
dealing againſt him. 
17 Weehonld that if any Ecclſiaſticall 
* Gonerners ( call them by what name you 
will) ſhall abuſe their Eccleſiaſtical au- 
4 thoritie in the execution of their Cen.

19 Weeacknowledze King Iames to 
be our onely lawfull Soueraigne and unto 
him tobe due all the aforeſaid Suprema-

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cie ( wee renounce c abinre allopinions 
doctrins practicies whatſoener repugnant 
or contrarie to the ſame , as Anabaptiſts- 
call & Antichriſtian, And wiſh they may 
be ſenerely puniſhed. 

20 Wee never refuſed obedience to any 
Lawes or commaundements of the King: 
or State whatſocner, but oncly to ſuch as 
we haue proued or are readie to proue, (if 
me mieht be heard with indifferencic ) to 
be contrarie to the word of God. And me 
are readie to take our Solemne Oathes, be- 
fore the Throne of Iuſtice, that the onely 
cauſe of our refuſal of Obedience to thoſe 
Canpns of the Prelates for which we are 
in preſent ſo extreamly afflifted, is meere 
$ conſcience , anda feare to ſinne againſt 
God: And that if by due forme of reaſon- 
nyng we may be conninced in our conſci- 
ences of the contrarie, we are as willinge 
as any Subiects in the Realme to Obey 
and Conforme. 

21 Wee refuſe Obedience onely is ſuch 
Canons as require the performaunce of

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ſuch Acts, & Rites of Religion, as are re. 


iected and abandoned of all other reform. 
ed Churches, as Wyo diſorders, 
Such, as are ſþeci xr, ot the Ro.

atrie , Such as 
haue been controuerted in the ary e. 
wer ſince the laſt brratyngè forth of the 
1000 of the ET ; 2 of 4 * of 
Popery in Luthers time . Such as all Pro. 
teſtant writers c defendors of our Faith 
beyond the Seaes , and moſt of our omne 
Countrimẽ haue either in generall or par 
ticular condemned as vaine, idle, and vn 
profitable, Such as all the faithful , and 
painfull Paſtors of this Realme: and in 4 
manncr all States & degrees of the ſame, 
woulde be content were remoned : 
ſrweept out of the Church, and for which * 
few or none are zealous but the Prelates, 
and their adherents. 
22 We deny no authoritie to the King, 
in matters Eccleſtaſticall, but onely that 
which Chriſt Ieſus the onely Head of the

A Me hould that theſe Eccleſiaſticall 
Officers being ſo choſen Fa the Church or

diclion and power, conſiſtyng in a careful 
overſight of the outward behavior of the 
Members of their Church,T hat it be not 
ſcandalous ,offencine, and vnbeſeemynge.

If the Congregation ſhall erre, ei 
ther in chooſinge or depoſinee of her ſpiri- 
tuall Officers, Then hath the @uill Ma- 
giſtrate alone power and authoritie to pu-

Perſons that make claime to greater po- 
wer and authoritie then this, Eſpecially 
they that make claime Iure Divino of po 
wer and Iuriſcdliction to medle with other 
Churches then that one Congregation of 
which they are or ought to be Members. 
Doe wſurpe vpon the Supremacie 4 the

puniſhment that it ſhall pleaſe the ſaide 
Maieſtie, & State to inflict, under * 
authoritie alone, we deſire to exerciſe the 
ſame: and wnto whoſe puniſhment alone 


we deſire to oe if we ſhall offend 


againſt any of thoſe Lawes and Canons 
that themſclues ſhall approue in manner 
aforeſaide, And our deſire is, Not to mor. 
ſhip God in darke corners, but in fuch 
publicke places and at ſuch convenient 

times as it ſhall pleaſe them to asſ1ene, to 
the intent, that they & their officers may 
the better take notice of Our offences (if a- 
ny ſuch ſhalbe committed in our Congre- 
eations,and aſſemblies ) that they may pu- 
niſh the ſame accordingly. And we deſire 
wee may be ſubiect to no other Spirituall

ture jeldtii vnto vs, that for as much as 
they are moſt malicious Enimies onto vs 
and doc apparantly thirſt either after our 
blood, ar the Shipwracke of our faith and 
conſciences, that they may not henceforth 
be our iudges in theſe canſes, but that wee 
may both of vs ſtand as parties at the 
barre of the ciuill Magiſtrate to bee tried 
in thoſe differences that are betweene vs, 
and that when they ſhall publickly ma- 
ligne or flander vs or our cauſc, it may be 
lauſul for vs in a dutiful, ſober, peaceable 
& modeſt manner without perſonall re- 
proche or diſgrace: in as publicke manner 
inſtific our ſelus, & then inſteed of that 
ſillie mockſernice to the King of wearing 
a linnen rag vpon our backs or making 
« Chriſtes Croſſ upon a babies face wee 
ſhalhe readie to performe and yeald triple 
homaze ſervice, & tribute vnto him, & 
ſhall think our lines & all that we haue 
to wile to (pen4 in the. ſerv ice of him 
and th: Ciuill ſtate under him.
